-Monday in tho case of tlio Wabash, St. Louis 
& Pacific Railway company against tho peo- 
plo oi Illinois, brought upon writ of error 
from the supremo court of tho state of Illi- 
nois. Tho question presented in this caso. as 
it camo to tho supreme court, was tho gen- 
eral subject oC tho power of tho stato legisla- 
ture to regulate faros and tolls for passengers 
and fi-cghts ovur railroads within their limits. 
Tho speciiio chiu-gu was that tho railroad 
company charged parties in Gilruau, Tils., 25 
cunts per 100 pou'.v.ls to transport goocLs from 
that place to Now Tork city, and charged 
other parties in Peoria, Ills., eighty-six milos 
further from Now York city than Oilman, 
I.) cents per 100 pounds to carry their goods 
to New York city. Tho case was tried in 
roveral Illinois courts with varying results, 
until finally the supremo court of. tho state 
held that this discrimination was in violation 
of stato laws, and rendered judgment against 
the railroad company. 


Tho decision of tho United States supremo 


court is, in effect, that tho stato law regulat- 
ing freight charges can not apply to inter- 
state trallic, as such application would trench 
upon the constitutional powers oC congress, 
and be a damaging restriction of the free- 
dom of tnitlJe. Jnstico JUllor, who delivered 
the opinion oC the court, says on this point: 


Of tho justice or propriety of the principle 


which lies at tho foundation of the Illinois 
statute it is not the province of this court to 
speak.
